significant Improvement over 
past registration procedures. A 
partial system of pre-registra- 
tion, for example In Political 
Science 9 and TO and Ei«llsh 
2 and 4, was used this semester 
and seems to have cut down In 
overcrowding during registra- 
tion. 

The advising program was de- 
scribed by Gnehmas "the crudest 
such system ever perpetuated by 
an Institution of higher laarnliR.' 
The CouncU President suggested 
that graduate students or resi- 
dence hall assistants be used 
as advisors, but this proposal 
has not been Implemented. 

Gnehm favored the establish- 
ment of lockers and lounge facul- 
ties for all full-time commuting 
students. Although some lockers 
are now provided, most full-time 
commuters still cannot obtain 
locker space. This Is probably 
not the fault of Gnehm. Space 
and money for additional lockers 
Is the chief obstacle. 

Commenting on an activities 
fee, Gnehm said “until the stu- 
dents decide firmly that they 
want one, no representative body 
should ram It down their throats. ' 

A mandatory activities fee to 
now In the planning stage. 

Gnehm supported a combina- 
tion of dorm and school repre- 
sentatives. Under the reorganiz- 
ed CouncU dorm and school 
representatives are provided. 

•Community service programs 
are Important tf tbe University 
Is to maintain Its position In 
the community It must take an 
Interest In It and make a positive 
co ntribut ion,* Gnehm stated.

STEVE MANDY, the Medical 
School representative, has 
missed five meetings without 
proxy. 

TOM NOONAN, foreign stu- 
dents representative appointed 
by the Council, has missed six 
Council meetings: one with proxy 
and five without 


President Gnehrn has tried to 
put the presidency and the Coun- 
cil In active roles In the Univer- 
sity. He has set up bi-weekly 
luncheons between President El- 
liott and students and presented 
the letter of student complaints, 
signed by student leaders to the 
Board of Trustees last spring. 
After this letter was submitted 
students were Invited to a meet- 
ing with the Board for the first 
time In the history of the Univer- 
sity. Gnehrn did a tor better Job 
than bis predecessor and brought 
important Improvements to stu- 
dents. However, as his term of 
office went on, bis enthusiasm 
waned. How much more he might 
have accomplished If he had 
maintained his Initial enthusiasm 
and had had more help from 
certain Council members Is 
worth speculating. 

Gnehrn has missed one Council 
meeting without proxy. 

KEN WEST, vice president of 
the Council, favored student 
forums and a series of speakers 
such as Dean Rusk and James 
Baldwin. He also supported the 
sponsorship of more activities 
to help meet "the social needs 
of Independents.* None of these 
have been accomplished. 

West also wanted to continue 
and expand the discount service. 
Last semester the discount serv- 
ice was abolished. 

Relaxed dorm regulations, 
permitting men to visit the girls’ 
dorms, were also part of West’s 
platform. Frequent open houses 
have been held since September. 

Vice President West Is a 
puzzlement. He seems to be high- 
ly capable but unwilling to play 
more than a figurehead role on 
the CounclL 

West has missed seven Council 
meetings: five with proxy and 
two without. 

BOB WALLACE, Council ad- 
vocate, supported pre- registra- 
tion for students In their major 
and a more efficient registration 
plan. Registration procedures 
have Improved but students still 
cannot pre-register In most de- 
partmentfl. 

The extension of final exam 
period to Insure that no student 
had more than one exam a day 
was another part of Wallace’s 
program. Nothing has been done 
by the Advocate In this direction. 

Wallace promised to publicize 
election procedures well In ad- 
vance and this was done.
